MECHANICAL OPERATORS. | 


Inventions for Handling Messages on 
Trial During Telegraphers’ Strike 
and Giving Good Results, , 


As an outcome of the telegraphers’ 
strike, various 
for transmitting and receiving tele- 
graph messages are being given try- 
outs in the eastern cities. 

Reports reached Los Angeles yes- 
terday that successful use is made of 
the Rowland invention by several of 
the offices of the Postal company, while 
Offices of the Western Union have 
been using the Harkley invention with 
good results. 

The principle of both inventions Is 
about the same, The operator trans- 
mits the message simply by the manip- 
ulation of a typewriter keyboard, to 
which are attached the electrical con- 
trivances. The message is received at 
the other end of the line by a ma- 
chine which produces typewritten 
copy. 

Division Superintendent Lewis of the 
Postal in this city said yesterday tha 
he seen some of the messages 
sent by these inventions and that the 
process seems practical. He believes 
the telegraphers’ strike win simply 
hasten the day when messages will 
be generaly transmitted and received 
vy mechanical means similar to those 
now on trial. 


LIBERTY DENIED THEM.

Judaism. Naturally the largest Jew- 
ish settlement in the Southwest, Les 
Angeles, is the seat of the movement. 
Rabbi A. Arndt, who has long held 
a place of prominence in the Judaism 
of Los Angeles, says there is every 
prospeet that the new educational in- 
stitution will open its doors during the 
coming fall, and that direct steps to 
this end will be taken during the New 
Year services of the Independent Sons 
of Israel Congregation, beginning Sep- 
tumber 9, and continuing one week. 
THE FIRST STEP. 


The primary step is the establish- 
ment of a preparatory school. In con- 
nection with this will be classés for 
the more advanced young Hebrews, 
wherein morals and the ethics of the 
Jewish religion Will be expounded, and 
the sciences and languages will be 
taught. 

From this beginning is to be evolved 
a thorough college and university sys- 
tem, if the ambitious plans of the 
workers are carried through. It is the 
hope of the projectors that the institt- 
tion will draw hither the beat elements 
of young Judaism from many parts of 
the United States: in fact, that 
Angeles may become an educational 
center for members of the Hebrew raca. 

Soon after: the close of the holidays, 
probably coincident with the opening 
of the city schools, there will be 
opened the Los Angeles Hebrew Free 
School.” There will be, as a beginning, 
a faculty of six teachers, capable of 
imparting instruction in the languages, 
sciences and arts, as well as the ordi- 
nary branches for those who have 
reached the age where they are unable 
to attend the public, schools. 

The projectors are emphatic in the 
statement that they have no purpose 
of opposing the public school system or 


its institutions. In order not to Intere 


fere with the attendance of Jewish 
children at the public schools, the 
hours for classes of Hebrew children 
in the “Hebrew Free School’ will be 
from 5 to 7 and from 8 to 10 o’cleck 
in the evening. It is expected, as the 
work expands, that the daylight hours 
will be devoted to classes for stu- 
dents of more mature years than those 
who also attend the public schools 
BROAD IN ITS SCOPE. 
One feature which has been er- 
mined upon is that, while the new 
school is primarily based on the tnewl- 
cation of the mdrals and ethics of 
Judaism, it is to be broad in its edu- 
cational work. Ministers and public 
speakers of the Christian denomina- 
tions are to be invited to give ad- 
dresses before the students in the uni 
versity courses. 

Particular attention is to be paid to’ 
the field of muste. This probably will 
be in charge of a prominent young 
cantor, Rev. J. Weinstock, wie has 
been engaged for the services of the

Japanese emissaries are in the Philip- 
pines at this moment fomenting in- 
surrection among the natives. They 
are simply “cheapening the goods” to 
get them at a “bargain-counter price.” 
Japan is the logical nation to control 
these islands. Formosa is already a 
Japanese possession. The country 
wants breathing room for the dense 
population of the home country. The 
people are enterprising, skillful, cog- 
nate in race with the Filipinos, and 
would be tolerant of a scale of civil- 
ization unacceptable to us. 

It may be objected that Japan is 
not able to pay for the islands. She 
will be in time. By her methods she 
will make the islands pay for them- 
selves. We can afford to wait. Japan 
owes our people already half as much 
money as the islands would bring. 
for 
ready cash, and would get more in- 
terest from Japan than is paid on our 
government bonds. 

Diplomatically the sale would be a 
great advantage. It would show the 
Japanese that we are anything rather 
than hostile to them. Our willingness 
to give them a “refusal” of the is- 
lands would be an act of great friend- 
liness. We would and could do noth- 
ing under pressure or menace. The 
fact that Japan owes us a large sum of 
money would give us influence there 
and tend to arrest trouble. We have 
a delicate task on hand to negotiate 
a new treaty with the Mikado’s gov- 
ernment, and the sale of the Philip- 
pines would make that easier. With 
Manchuria, Formosa and the Philip- 
pines as room for colonizing, the

Surely the sins of the fathers are 
often visited upon their children. We 
ourselves, because we are mainly of 
Anglo-Saxon blood, are reaping a 
harvest of trouble, the seeds of which 
were sown by our Anglo-Saxon an- 
eéstors. The typical 
never satisfied unless he is killing 
something. In his less civilized period 
of development, his most favorite game 
was the biggest game, the other races 
of mankind. He has been a predatory 
animal, time out of mind. He has in- 
vaded and taken possession of the 
lands of many other races and has 
committed countiess acts of aggres- 
sion which have made him an unpopu- 
lar member of the human family. 

“We are the heirs of all the ages 
in the foremost ranks of time,” and 
have been since the Pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth Rock and the Cavaliers 
down in the Old Dominion. Divine 
providence brought our ancestors here 
with a domain so broad that it left 
them nothing in the way of foreign 
territory to desire. To subdue the 
American wilderness and make it pro- 
duce crops of wheat and corn furnished 
sufficient occupation for the Pilgrims 
and the Cavaliers and all other colon- 
ists and all their descendants for three 
centuries. If there ever was a nation 
which had no ambition for foreign 
conquests and no covetous desires di- 
rected toward the possessions of any 
other people, that nation is the United 


States. Yet, being the heirs of all. 


the ages, we have inherited a good deal 
of the animosity which other races 
treasure up against Anglo-Saxons. 

This breaks out just now in rather 
aggravated form among the Latin 
races who inhabit to the south of us. 
Fortunately, our nearest . neighbor 
among these, Mexico, has come to 
know and to understand us so well that 
our relations with that republic are 
of the most amicable nature. But 
down in South America, where they 
are less well acquainted with us and 
merely look upon us in a general way 
as Anglo-Saxons, there is a re- 
crudescence of hostile feeling that is 
annoying and the more so because it 
is so unreasonable. This hostility is 
particularly rife just now in Brazil 
and in Venezuela. It is a new de- 
velopment in Brazil, but chronic on 
the part of the Venezuelans. 

Will these people never understand 
that we have none but the most 
friendly feelings for them, to do busi- 
ness, paying for what we get and giv- 
ing a dollar's worth of goods for 
every dollar they are willing to pay 
us? What has got possession of the 
minds of the people of Brazil? If 
there is any danger to the national 
existence of that people and the quiet 
possession of their own territory, that 
danger does not come from the United 
States but from Europe. The United 
States, with its Monroe doctrine, is the 
greatest safeguard which these Latin- 
American republics have against the 
aggressive disposition of several Euro- 
pean nations. 

The trouble with Venezuela has a 
known source. Certain people in that 
country owe certain of their neighbors, 
some Europeans, some Americans, con-

WHAT THEN? 
The legal allegation upon which 
Louis Glass of the Pacific States Tele- 
phone Company is being tried is that 
bribing Supervisors to prevent a 
ga company from obtaining a fran- 
chise to do business in competition 
with the corporation which he repre- 
sented in the city of San Francisco. 
Now let it be observed that we are not 
assuming his guilt or innocence. The 
case has not as yet been tried to a 
finish: and until all the testimony is 
in, analyzed by counsel, passed to the 
jury with the instructions of the court 
and a verdict found, it would be im- 
proper for the press to prejudge his 
case 


Such conduct as that of which Glass 
is accused is directly opposed to the 
general public interest, and that in- 
terest must always stand paramount, 
above the interest of any individual 
or of any corporation. Such a pro- 
cedure, if successful, would establish 
an oppressive monopoly which would 
grind the people. There is only one 
proper safeguard for the public in busi- 
ness affairs, and that is competition. 
Experience has taught the world that 
without competition business cannot 
de fafrly done. If then this official 
of the telephone company shall be 
proven to have used the funds of the 
company for the purpose of bribing 
the Supervisors to keep the rival com- 
petitor out of the city, the offense is 
very grave and should meet with de- 
cided punishment. 

The reason that The Times is so em- 
phatic in insisting that judgment be 
suspended until the guilt of the ac- 
cused is established arises from a pe 
culiar condition of the public mind at 
the present time. Louis Glass stands 
before the public not in his individual 
capacity and is not being tried as an 
individual. A corporation is on trial. 
Whether Louis Glass were the only 
officer: connected with the telephone 
company who was guilty. of this of- 
fense or knew anything directly or 
indirectly about it, the corporation is 
on trial. The public mind at the pres- 
ent time is biased. It is disposed to 
jump immediately to the conclusion, 
upon the slightest whisper, that every 
corporation charged with wrongdoing 
is guilty of the offense charged. It the

The farmers here have already or- 
ganized a fruit growers ass ion 
and sent a representative to San n- 
cisco to try to inst into Secretary 
Wilson the true condition of the dried 
fr jit industry. It appears that dried 
fruits had been classed by the gov- 
ernment with catsup, sauces, sauterne 
and other articles in which sulphur is 
used and the first effort will be to get 
the fruit out of this class of goods. 
Aiso, it develo that unscrupulous 
dealers, after they had held the fruit 
a long time, are in the habit of wet- 
ting it and again sulphuring it. This 
is now known to the authorities.
